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BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT  -  1984 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  most  pleased  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
report  to  the  residents  of  Hampton  Falls.   It   has  been  an  inter- 
esting year  -  we  as  a   Board  have  not  only  tried  to  be  responsive 
to  events  but  have  sought  to  actively  anticipate,  identify  and 
address  important  issues. 

One  of  the  highlights  early  in  the  year  was  this  Board's  propo- 
sal to  the  Townspeople  to  purchase  the  70-acre  Batchelder  orooer- 
ty  across  from  the  Town  Hall.   It  was  our  feeling  that  this  would 
have  provided  an  excellent  addition  to  our  "Town  Center" ,  with 
future  hopes  of  government  buildings,  fire,  police  and  the  library 
in  one  area  and  open  space  for  recreational  needs  in  the  rear. 
The  Townspeople  did  not  agree  with  this  proposal,  and  the  land 
has  now  been  purchased  privately  for  development. 

1984  saw  several  changes  within  the  Town.   As  you  all  know,  we 
are  still  in  the  throes  of  growth  control  issues  -  it  is  and 
has  been  a  difficult  task  for  all  involved  to  somehow  balance 
the  wishes  of  our  residents  and  the  will  of  the  New  Hampshire 
court  system.   This  Board  is  confident  that  we  can  chart  a  reas- 
onable course  for  the  future,  provided  we  all  work  together,  not 
against  each  other. 

Another  change  has  been  the  traffic  light  on  Routes  1  and  88.   We 
were  pleased  that  the  State  was  sensitive  to  our  requests  to  keep 
the  signs  to  a  minimum  around  our  Town  Common,  and  believe  that 
the  traffic  and  pedestrian  safety  in  this  area  has  been  greatly 
enhanced. 

This  year  saw  a  significant  increase  in  construction  within  the 
Town  (approximately  $4,000,000  versus  $2,000,000  in  1983).  Be- 
cause of  this  expansion  both  commercially  and  residentially ,,  we 
felt  a  real  need  for  a  professional  Town  Engineer  to  monitor  the 
technicalities  involved  in  complying  with  local  ordinances.  This 
Board  hired  Mr.  Gene  Roe  of  Nason  Road  and  Seacoast  Engineering. 
He  will  be  and  has  been  working  closely  with  the  Planning  Board 
and  other  local  Boards  and  has  been  a  welcome  and  needed  assistant. 

The  Town  Selectmen  as  usual  undertook  the  assessing  of  various  prop- 
erties in  town.   We  are  in  the  midst  of  a  law-  suit  with  Public 
Service  Co.  of  NH,  who  has  claimed  an  exemption  on  their  cooling 
tunnels  valued  at  some  $5+  million.   Should  we  lose  that  case  in 
the  courts,  we  have  accounted  for  the  exemption  in  vour  current 
tax  rate,  which  accounts  for  the  slight  increase  to  $30.45  oer 
$1000  valuation.   The  average  statewide  tax  rate  is  $22.90  per 
$1000  at  full  valuation.   Translated  to  Hampton  Falls,  at  our 
47%  equalization  rate,  on  a  statewide  scale  we  would  be  about 
$15  by  comparison,  so  you  can  see  we  still  remain  well  below  the 
average  tax  rate. 

Hampton  Falls  this  year  was  fortunate  to  be  the  receipient  of  two 
grants  from  the  Coastal  Zone  Management  Program;  one  for  our  newly- 
formed  Historical  Society  and  one  for  the  exploration  of  organic 
methods  of  Mosquito  Control.   We  thank  all  those  who  were  instru- 
mental in  receiving  those  grant  awards. 

1984  in  Hampton  Falls  saw  a  new  ambulance  service  (O'Brien  Ambu- 
lance), a  numbering  system  for  all  lots  in  town,  and  a  Resident 
Questionnaire  to  solicit  your  ideas„  and  assistance.   We  thank  all 


of  you  who  took  the  time  to  respond  to  this  questionnaire. 
Copiesof  the  results  have  been  disseminated  to  all  town  boards 
and  have  been  distributed  to  the  Library,  Town  Hall  and  Post  Of- 
fice for  your  perusal. 

This  past  year  your  Board  of  Selectmen  realized  an  ever  increas- 
ing demand  to  negotiate  contracts,  deal  with  welfare,  insurance, 
legal  matters  and  a  large  array  of  financial  and  personal  prob- 
lems brought  before  the  Board.   This  points  to  the  fact  that 
Hampton  Falls  will  never  ever  again  have  the  small  and  relatively 
simple  town  government  it  once  had.   We  acknowledge  and  thank  the 
various  departments  for  their  cooperation  received,  and  this 
Board  will  continue  to  devote  its  energies  to  insuring  that  the 
operations  of  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls  will  keep  pace  with  the 
demands  placed  upon  it  by  the  Town's  citizens.

The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  9:30  p.m.  to  Saturday,  March  16,  at 
7:00  p.m.  at  the  Leavitt  Brown  Gymnasium,  Lincoln  Akerman  School.

Besty  Parker  moved  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $3250  for 
the  Library  to  purchase  ten  book  stacks,  wall-to-wall  carpeting 
and  an  electric  typewriter  with  memory.   Seconded  by  Elizabeth 
Bohm.   The  reduction  in  the  original  figure  is  due  to  the  fact 
that  money  had  been  donated  to  the  Library  for  the  wall-to-wall 
carpeting  by  Congoleum  Corp.   Passed. 

ARTICLE  6  -  PARKING  LOT,  LIBRARY 

Gordon  Janvrin  moved  that  .the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $4500  to  construct  a  parking  lot  on  the  east  side  of  the 
Library.    Seconded  by  Elizabeth  Bohm.   Passed. 

ARTICLE  7  -  CAPITAL  RESERVE  FUND 

William  Marston  moved  and  Kenneth  Allen  seconded  the  article  as 
read.   Lynn  Hodges  felt  that  the  figure  was  too  low  that  it  would 
take  years  to  raise  enough  money  to  build  the  needed  fire  station. 
Robert  Batchelder  said  that  this  was  just  a  beginning  to  get  the 
project  "off  the  ground".   Passed. 

ARTICLE  8  -  REVENUE  SHARING 

Breiseth  moved  thatthe article  be  passed  as  read.   Seconded  by 
Marston.   Passed. 

ARTICLE  9  -  SPECIAL  SESSION 

Dorothy  Wilde  moved  that  the  article  be  passed  as  read.   Seconded 
by  Jeff  Breiseth.   Breiseth  said  that  he  felt  that  the  legislature 
should  get  involved  with  the  problem  of  the  huge  cost  increases 
which  would  result  in  higher  electric  rates.   Randy  Whaley  felt 
we  should  wait  until  the  legislature  reconvenes  in  January.   The 
article  passed. 
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ARTICLE  10  -  LEGAL  SERVICES,  BACKUS 

Suzanne  Breiseth  moved  the  article  as  read.   Marston  seconded. 
Russell  Merrill  Jr.  questioned  the  need  to  hire  an  additional 
lawyer  over  the  regular  town  counsel.   Breiseth  answered  that 
Backus  had  great  expertise  in  this  area  and  we  would  be  using  his 
services  in  conjunction  with  other  towns  in  a  cooperative  manner. 
Passed. 

A  fifteen  minute  break  was  declared  at  this  time  by  the  Modera- 
tor.  The  meeting  was  called  back  to  order  at  8:21  by  the  Mod- 
erator. 

ARTICLE  11  -  EMERGENCY  RESPONSE  PLAN  OPPOSITION 

Roberta  Pevear  moved  that  the  article  be   passed  as  read.   Secon- 
ded by  Jeff  Bresieth.   Timothy  Samway  said  he  was  opDosed  to  vot- 
ing to  prohibit  the  selectmen  from  doing  anything.   Pevear  re- 
plied that  the  selectmen  have  already  indicated  their  opposition 
to  the  installation  of  the  notification  system  within  the  Town. 
Paul  Nason  a  citizen  of  the  Town  but  who  headed  ud  the  project 
for  the  system  as  an  employee  of  Public  Service  gave  an  outline 
and  argument  of  the  company's  position.   After  much  discussion 
the  article  passed  as  read. 

ARTICLE  12  -  INSTALLATION  OF  NOTIFICATION  SYSTEM 

Roberta  Pevear  moved  that  we  pass  over  this  article.   Seconded 
by  Lynn  Hodges.   Passed. 

ARTICLE  13  -  FEDERAL,  STATE  AND  LOCAL  GRANTS-IN-AID 

Kenneth  Allen  moved  that  the  article  be  passed  as  read.   Secon- 
ded by  William  Marston.   Passed. 

ARTICLE  14  -  BORROW  MONEY  IN  ANTICIPATION  OF  TAXES 

William  Marston  moved  the  article  as  read.   Seconded  by  Kenneth 
Allen.   Passed. 

ARTICLE  15  -  OTHER  BUSINESS 

Betsy  Parker  publicly  thanked  Gordon  Janvrin  for  18  years  of  ser- 
vice and  devotion  to  the  Library  upon  his  decision  not  to  run 
for  reelection  to  the  Board  of  Trustees.   She  presented  him  with 
a  gift  certificate  to  choose  a  book  to  be  placed  in  the  librarv 
in  his  honor.   Frank  Ferreira  moved  that  the  meeting  be  disolved 
in  the  memory  of  Harrison  A.  Biggi .   Seconded  by  Kenneth  Allen. 
Passed.   It  was  noted  by  the  Moderator  that  it  would  be  better  if 
future  Town  Meetings  be  started  at  7:30  p.m.  rather  than  the  hour 
of  7:00  p.m.   Suzanne  Breiseth  nominated  Irving  and  Paula  Gray 
for  the  office  of  Hog  Reevers  and  Keeper  of  the  Pound  for  the  com- 
ing year.   Seconded  by  Kenneth  Allen.   Moderator  declared  the 
nominations  closed  and  the  Grays  were  elected  by  a  show  of  hands. 
They  were  then  given  the  oath  of  office  by  the  Town  Clerk. 
Frank  Ferreira  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.   Seconded  by 
Robert  Batchelder.   The  meeting  was  declared  adjourned  by  the 
Moderator  at  8:50  p.m.

4.   WARRANT  ARTICLE:   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance  ARTICLE  III  -  Section  4  -  Supple- 
mentary Regulations  for  All  Districts  with  respect  to  the  fol- 
lowing: 

B.  Yard  Requirements 

In  the  Business  District  ("B"  District),  each  structure  shall 
be  set  back  at  least  twenty-five  (25)  feet  from  all  lot  lines,

(The  intent  of  this  Article  is  to  tie  in  the  amended  definition 


of  "structure"  to  include  "sign"'  and  to  require  that  signs  also 

be  placed  back  from  property  lines.   Adopted  on  an  Interim 

Basis  on  September  4,  1984  and  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD. 

5.   WARRANT  ARTICLE.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance,  ARTICLE  III  -  Section  4  - 
Supplementary  Regulations  for  All  Districts  -  by  adding  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs  to  Sub-Item  2: 

B.   Yard   Requirements 


3 .  Exemptions : 

Fences  are  exempt  from  the  setback  requirements  no   matter 
what  the  purpose  of  the  fence. 

Residential  driveways  intended  as  a  principal  access  to  a 
residential  building  from  a  public  street  are  exempt  from 
the  setback  requirements.

6.  WARRANT  ARTICLE.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance  ARTICLE  III  -  Section  4  -  Supple- 
mentary Regulations  for  all  Districts  as  follows: 

Sub-Section  C.  -  Height  Requirements 

C.   No  buildings  or  structures,  as  hereinafter  defined  (ex- 
cept churches  )  shall  exceed  thirty- "Five  (35)  feet  in  height, 
Notwithstanding  any  building  code  definition,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  Ordinance,  height,  as  measured  from  any  and 
all  ground  level  points  at  the  building  line  and  within 
twenty-five  (25)  feet  thereof  to  the  uppermost  extreme  of 
the  building  and/or  structure,  shall  not  exceed  the  fore- 
going limit  and  "averaging"  the  height  o^  any  building  and/ 
or  structure  shall  not  be  permitted.

Adopted  on  an  Interim  Basis  on  September  4,  1984  and  RECOMMENDED 
BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD.) 

7.  WARRANT  ARTICLE.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance  ARTICLE  IV  -  Section  3  -  Signs, 
Sub-Section  A  as  follows: 

1.   Such  sign  to  be  erected  or  placed  not  closer  to  anv  side  or 
rear  lotline  than  oermitted  under  ARTICLE  III  -  Section  4-B-l 


of  this  ordinance  nor  less  than  ten  (10)  feet  from  anv  front 
(Streetside)  lotline. 

(The  intent  of  this  ARticle  is  to  bring  permanent  signs  in  the 
Agriculture-Residence  District  into  conformity,  as  respects 
setback  requirements,  with  signs  in  the  Business  District. 
Adopted  on  an  Interim  Basis  on  September  4,  1984  and  RECOMMENDED 
BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD.) 

8.  WARRANT  ARTICLE.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Hampton  FAlls  Zoning  Ordinance  ARTICLE  IV  -  Signs,  Sub  Section 
A  as  follows: 

(The  following  signs  are  permitted) 

4.  Also  a  sign  indicating  rental  or  sale  of  a  prooertv,  provi- 
ded this  is  placed  at  the  location  of  the  property  offered;  the 
foregoing  notwithstanding,  if  the  property  offered  for  rental  or 
sale  comprises  ten  (10)  or  more  acres,  and  fronts  on  two  (2)  or 
more  streets,  roads  or  highways,  additonal  signs  of  identical 
dimensions  may  be  erected,  the  total  not  to  exceed  one  for  each 
frontage. 

(The  intent  of  this  Article  is  to  permit  offerers  of  large 
tracts  to  place  temporary  signs  at  all  frontages,  previously 
the  limit  was  a   single  sign.   Adopted  on  an  Interim  Basis  on 
Setpember  10,  1984  and  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD.) 

9.  WARRANT  ARTICLE.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance  ARTICLE  IV  -  Section  3,  Sub-Sec- 
tion B  by  adding  the  following: 

4.   T  he  provisions  of  Sections  3-A-4  as  applicable  to  this 
ARTICLE  notwithstanding,  there  shall  be  permitted  in  this  Dis-

10.  WARRANT  ARTICLE.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance,  ARTICLE  IV  -  Section  3  - 
Signs  under  Sub-Item  B  to  read: 

2.   The  following  signs  are  also  permitted: 

a.   For  each  business  or  establishment,  whether  involving 
one  or  more  owners,  co-owners,  tenants  or  lessees, 
signs  shall  be  permitted  in  accordance  with  the  fol-

i)  single  owner,  tenant  or  lessee: 

a  single  freestanding  sign  of  not  greater  than 
thirty  (30)  square  feet  of  exposed  surface  on  one 
side,   nor  greater  than  sixty  (60)  square  feet  of 
exposed  area  on  not  more  than  two  (2)  surfaces,  and 
additionally,  a  single  f lat-to-the-building  sign  of 
total  area  not  to  exceed  twelve  (12)  square  feet. 

ii)  two  (2)  or  more  owners,  co-owners,  tenants  or  les- 
sees and  not  exceeding  six  (6)  such  occupants,  all 
on  a  single  parcel  or  lot: 

a  single  freestanding  sign  of  not  greater  than  nine- 
ty (90)  square  feet  of  exposed  surface  on  one  side, 
not  greater  than  one  hundred  eighty  (180)  square 
feet  of  exposed  area  on  not  more  than  two  (2) 
surfaces,  and,  additionally,  single  flat-to-the- 
building  sign  of  total  area  not  to  exceed  twelve 
(12)  square  feet  with  respect  to  each  individual 
place  of  business. 

iii)  six  (6)  or  more  owners,  co-owners,  tenants  or 
lessess,  all  in  a  single  parcel  or  lot: 

a  single  freestanding   sign  of  not  greater  than  one 
hundred  fifty  (150)  square  feet  of  exposed  surface 
on  one  side,  nor  greater  than  three  hundred  (300) 
square  feet  of   exposed  area  on  not  more  than  two 
(2)  surfaces,  and,  additionally,  a  single  flat-to- 
the  building  sign  not  to  exceed  twelve  (12)  square 
feet  with  respect  to  each  place  of  business. 

In  each  (ii)  and  (iii)  ,  the  freestanding  signs  may  be  subdivided 
into  sections  or  panels,  one  for  each  owner,  co-owner,  tenant 
or  lessee,  these  to  be  of  similar  and  harmonious  design  (s) . 

The  sign  areas  specified  shall  include  allframing  and  borders, 
but  with  respect  to  freestanding  signs,  these  areas  shall  not 
include  sign  supporting  structures,  except  that  the  laterally 
projected  areas  of  such  supporting  structures  shall  not  exceed 
20%  of  that  of  a  single  exposed  sign  surface. 

b.   A  non-conforming  sign  (s)  under  this  Section  and  Sub- 
Item  shall  be  permitted  until  the  business  or  estab- 
lishment or  any  premises  therein  to  which  the  sians 
apply  shall  be  vacant,  idle,  or  otherwise  abandoned 
for  any  continuous  period  exceeding  six  (6)  months, 

whereupon  full  conformity  with  Section  3-B-2-a  shall 

be  required. 

(The  intent  of  this  Article  is  to  provide  flexible  sign  regula- 
tions which  are  keyed  to  the  needs  of  business  establishments 
rather  than  a  single  size  sign  regardless  of  the  numbers  of 
tenants  or  co-owners  using  the  principal  sign.   Adopted  on  an 
Interim  Basis  October  9,  1984  and  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  PLANNING 
BOARD.) 


11.  WARRANT  ARTICLE.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance  ARTICLE  IV  -  Section  3  -  Signs, 
Sub-Section  C  Sub-Item  is  to  read  as  follows: 

6.  All  signs  erected  or  constructed  after  November  3,  1982, 
which  advertise  any  business,  commercial,  retail ,  or 
industrial  use,  whether  or  not  conceptually  or  otherwise 
reviewed  and  preliminarily,  conditionallv  or  provision- 
ally approved  in  connection  with  a  Site  plan  Review  or 
other  procedure,  shall  require,  unless  this  be  made  a 
part  of  such  earlier  review,  a  further  review  and  ap- 
proval by  the  Planning  Board  based  on  the  presentation 
of  renditions  or  photographs  of  the  actual  sign  (s) 
contemplated,  such  to  be  in  sufficient  detail  as  to 
dimensions  and  scale  to  permit  the  Planning  Board  to 
understand  the  appearance  and  suitability  and  conform- 
ity with  this  Ordinance  otherwise  and,  specifically,

R  eview  Regulations  as  adopted,  or  as  may  be  amended  by 
the  Hampton  Falls  Planning  Board  and  as  may  here  be 
applicable . 

Signs  permitted  under  ARTICLE  IV  -  Section  3-A,  Sub- 
Item  3  through  5  are  exceoted  from  the  requirements 
of  this  sub-Item. 

(T  he  intent  of  this  Article  is  to  clarify  for  all  businesses 
and  particularly  site  developers  the  requirements  with  respect 
to  sign  review  and  approval  -  Federal,  State  and  Town  signs, 
real  estate  sale  signs  and  signs  concerning  special  events  are 
exempted.   Adopted  on  an  Interim  Basis  on  October  9,  1984  and 
RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD . ) 

12.  WARRANT  ARTICLE.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance  ARTICLE  IV  -  Section3,  Sub- 
Section  C  by  adding  the  following: 

7.  For  the  purpose  of  applicability  of  ARTICLE  III  - 
Section  4-B-l  and  B-2-2  of  this  Ordinance,  all  signs 
located  outside  of  a  principal  structure  (s)  shall  be 
considered  structures  unless  these  be  placed  flat 
against  such  principal  structure  (s),  and  subject  to 
all  requirements  in  this  Ordinance  applicable  to 
structures,  as  defined  in  ARTICLE  X  -  DEFINITIONS 
(amended) ,  except  that  the  Planning  Board  may  modify 
the  requirements  as  respects   setback (s)  from  front 
lot  lines  as  permitted  by  ARTICLE  III  -  Section  4-B

(The  intent  of  this  Article  is  to  provide  that  the  basic 
sign  approval  process  under  Sub-Item  6  be  also  accompanied  by 
consideration  of  a  "freestanding  sign"  being  within  the  defi- 
niton  of  "structure."   Adopted  on  an  Interim  Basis  on 
September. 4,  1984  and  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD.) 

13.  WARRANT  ARTICLE.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance  bv  adopting  the  following 
ARTICLE  VII  -  GROWTH  CONTROL  (present  ARTICLES  VII,  VIII,  IX 
and  X  to  become  ARTICLES  VIII,  IX,  X  AND  XI  respectivelv) . 


Whereas,  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls  Planning  Board  has  completed 
and  adopted  a  Master  Plan,  and; 

tfhereas,  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls  Planninq  Board  has  completed 
and  submitted  to  the  Town  for  adoption   Capital  Improvement 
Program,  and: 

Whereas  the  two  documents  indicate  that  the  primary  limiting 
factor  on  population  increase  in  the  Town  of  Hampton  Falls,  at 
present,  is  the  capacity  of  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School,  now 
therefore,  the  following  Growth  Control  Ordinance  is  recommen- 
ded: 

ARTICLE  VII  -  GROWTH  CONTROL 

1.   At  such  time  as  87  building  permits  have  been  issued 

after  January  1,  1985,  or  the  enrollment  of  the  Lincoln 
Akerman  School  reaches  152  the  following  limitations 
on  the  issuance  of  further  building  permits  shall  be 
effective ; 

a.  Each  dwelling  unit  shall  require  one  building  permit. 

b.  No  more  than  four  building  permits  will  be  issued  per 
month,  and  no  more  than  4  2  permits  in  any  period  of  twelve 
consecutive  months. 

c.  Unissued  permits  may  be  carried  over  from  month  to 
month  and  year  to  year. 

d.  Should  the  enrollment  of  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School 
reach  190  no  further  permits  will  be  issued. 

e.  Dwelling  units  that  by  covenent  or  other  enforceable 
restriction  are  not  available  to  persons  with  school-age 
children  shall  require  one-half  of  a  permit  to  each. 

(Comment:  It  is  assumed  that  some  portion  of  those  inhabiting 
such  new  housing  will  have  vacated  conventional  dwelling  units 
which  will  become  available  to  families  with  school-age  children) 

f.  When  in  a  given  month  there  are  more  applications  for 
building  permits  than  permits  available,  they  shall  be  ap- 
portioned as  follows: 

(1)  In  order  of  applciation. 

(2)  No  individual,  partnership,   corporation,  or  other 
entity  or  its  related  or  affiliated  entities  or  in  the 
case  of  individuals  its  relatives  or  persons  associated 
with  it  in  business,  may   receive  more  than  20%  of  the 
permits  available  in  any  aiven  month  or  in  any  given  year 
unless  there  is  no  demand  for  permits  by  any  other  party. 

(3)  Permits  "For  single-family  dwellings  shall  be  with- 
drawn unless  substantial  construction  is  completed  with- 
in six  menths  of  taking  out  of  the  permit. 


(4)  A  permit  for  a  multi-family  dwelling  shall  be  with- 
drawn unless  substantial  construction  is  undertaken  within 
six  months  of  obtaining  enough  permits  for  such  multi- 
family  dwelling. 

(5)  Any  permit  which  is  withdrawn  shall  be  reassigned  in 
accordance  with  these  criteria. 

(6)  This  limitation  shall  be  suspended  at  any  time  the 
actual  enrollment  of  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School  declines 
below  80%  of  capacity.   For  ourooses  of  this  Ordinance 
"capacity"  is  declared  to  be  190  pupils. 

(The  intent  of  this  Article  is  to  provide  a  Growth  Limiting  Or- 
dinance which  is  consonant  with  the  New  Hampshire  Statutes  as 
these  are  being  interpreted;  otherwise,  at  any  time  the  Planning 
Board  finds  "unusual  circumstances"  with  respect  to  any  service 
impact,  the  Statutes  provide  that  it  may  institute  such  interim 
measures  as  may  be  requir  ed  or  otherwise  indicated  by  the  annual 
Capital  Improvement  Program  -  RE'COMMENDED  BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD. 

14.  WARRANT  ARTICLE.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend 
the  Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance  ARTICLE  X  -  DEFINITIONS  bv 
adding  the  following: 

Public:  Use  of  a  property  or  premises,  whether  by  the  owner  (s) 
thereof  or  by  lessees  or  others,  for  a  public  purpose,  such  use 
to  be  by  or  connected  with  the  operations  of  a  governmental  enti- 
ty or  quasi-governmental  entity,  de  jure  or  de  facto,  which 
provides  services  to  the  general  public  and  which  receives  a 
measure  of  its  support  directly  or  indirectly  from  public  sources, 
and  over  which  a  measure  of  public  control  is  exercised;  the  use 
of  a  property  or  premises  by  a  municipality  or  any  municipal 
department  or  other  municipal  subdivision  shall,  ipso  facto,  be 
a  Public  Use. 

(The  intent  of  this  Article  is  to  provide  a  correlative  defini- 
tion to  "Private"  use,  which  has  for  some  time  been  a  part  of  the 
Zoning  Ordinance.   Adopted  on  an  Interim  Basis  on  September  4, 
1984  and  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD.) 

15.  -  WARRANT  ARTICLE. To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Hampton  Falls  Zoning  Ordinance,  ARTICLE  X  -  DEFINITIONS  to  read 
as  follows: 

Structure  -  Anything  constructed  that  is  of  necessitv  attached 
directly  or  indirectly  to  the  ground,  including  but  not  limited 
to  all  above-grade  structures,  being  buildings,  towers,  signs, 
(except  for  those  flat  against  other  structures) ,  service  sta- 
tion islands,  and  the  like;  and  all  below-grade  structures  such 
as  septic  systems  and  leaching  fields ;  swimming  pools  constructed 
above  or  below  grade  including  decks  and  constructed  aprons;  and 
tennis  courts  and  other  manufactured  or  constructed  playing  sur- 
faces, inclusive  of  barriers  or  other  containment  construction. 

(The  intent  of  this  Article  is  to   bring  within  the  definition 
of  structure  those  constructions  such  as  signs,  swimming  pools, 
tennis  courts  -  but  not  protective  or  other  enclosures  -  in  order 


that  these   conform  to  setback  requirements.   Adopted  on  Interim 
Basis  on  October  9,  1984  and  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD.) 

16.   WARRANT  ARTICLE.   To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Building  Regulations  -Hampton  Falls  by  adopting  the  following 
with  respect  to  Sections  3  and  5  of  those  Regulations: 

AMEND  SECTION  3  -  DUTIES  OF  THE  APPLICANT  by  adding  Sub-Section  D. 

D.   The  Applicant  shall  also  conform  with  the  requirements  of 
Section  5-A  of  these  Regulations  as  may  be  applicable. 

FURTHER  AMEND  the  Building  Regulations  by  including  therein 

SECTION  5-A  DRIVEWAY  PERMIT 

A.   As  a  condition  precedent  to  the  issuance  of  a  building  permit 
for  construction  on  property  fronting  on  any  road  or  street  or 
other  approved  way,  except  as  hereinafter  qualified,  for  which 
access  to  such  road,  street  or  way  shall  be  required,  the  Appli- 
cant shall: 

1.  Make  application  for  a  Driveway  Permit  on  form  available 
at  the  Office  of  the  Town  Clerk  and  pay  to  the  Town  the  fee 
specified: 

2.  Upon  receipt  of  a  Driveway  Permit,  cause  the  driveway  or 
other  access  to  be  contructed  in  accordance  with  specifica- 
tions of  Manual,  Policy  and  Procedure  for  Driveways  and  Other 
Accesses  to  the  State  Highway  System  (1972)  Edition  as  may  be 
amended) ,  as  these  may  be  applicable  and  required  by  the 
Selectmen  and  the  Road  Agent  who  shall  be  the  permit  grantors 
and  who  shall  determine  when  the  specifications  have  been 
met;  and 

3.  File  the  Driveway  Permit  with  confirmation  of  compliance 
with  the  application  for  building  permit  with  respect  to  the 
same  lot,  all  in  accordance  with  Sections  3-A  and  4  above. 

A  separate  Driveway  Permit  is  required  for  each  access  to  be 
constructed  and  with  respect  to  each  building  permit  applica- 
tion, except  if  prior  appoval  has  been  granted  for  a  single 
access  to  serve  two  contiguous  building  lots. 

The  Building  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a  building  permit,  nor 
shall  any  constrtuction  or  other  site  improvement,  except 
for  access,  be  started  until  all  requirements  of  this  Section 
are  met. 

Nothing  in  this  Section  shall  operate  to  restrict  the  issuance 
of  building  permits  with  respect  to  building  lots  which  front 
on  Class  I  and  state  -maintained  portions  of  Class  II  highways 
and  for  which  Driveway  Permits  are  issued  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways,  except  the 
Building  Inspector  shall  not  issue  a  building  permit  with  re- 
spect to   any  such  building  lot   until  it  is  confirmed  to  him 
that  an  appropriate  Driveway  Permit  has  been  issued  by  that 
body  and  remains  valid  and  in  force.. 


(The  intent  of  this  Article  is  to  provide  a  measure  of  control 
over  accesses  to  Town  roads  commensurate  with  that  exercised 
by  the  Department  of  Public  Works  and  Highways  with  respect  to 
State  roads,  and  to  prevent  damage  to  Town  roads  by  improperly 
designed  and  constructed  driveways.   Requested  by  the  Road  Agent 
and  Adopted  on  an  interim  basis  March  13,  1984  -  RECOMMENDED  BY 
THE  PLANNING  BOARD.) 

17.   WARRANT  ARTICLE    To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  amend  the 
Building  Regulations  -  Hamnton  Falls  by  adopting  the  following 
with  respect  to  Section  J   «  Structural  requirements. 

AMEND  Sub-Section  "P"  to  read: 

Fencing  of  wood,  metal  or  other  appropriate  and  effective  con- 
struction, not  less  than  four  (4)  feet  in  height  from  grade 
level  to  top,  shall  be  provided  such  as  to  totally  enclose  any 
in-ground  type  swimming  pool,  whether  or  not  on  a  residential 
property,  including  such  pools  of  this  type  as  may  be  constructed 
or  installed  for  demonstration  or  sales  pruposes. 

Without  regard  as  to  type,  fence  construction  shall  be  such  that 
the  lowest  one-half  (%)  of  the  fence  shall  be  of  solid  or  closed 
dssign  with  exterior  surfaces  smooth,  and  any  portions  of  the 
fence  of  open  construction  shall  be  such  that  the  dimensions  of 
openings  shall  not  exceed  six  (6)  inches  either  horizontally 
or  vertically  and  twelve  (12)  inches  in  the  alternative  direc- 
tion; any  gates  and/or  doors  therein  shall  be  of  construction 
and  design  equivalent  to  that  of  the  fence,  and  each  shall  be 
equipped  with  a  latching  or  locking  device  which  shall  be 
accessible  only  from  the  inner  side  of  such  gate  and/  or  door 
and  from  apoint  not  less  than  forty-two  (42)  inches  above  the 
bottom  of  the  fence;  further,  each  gate  and/or  door  shall  be 
equipped  with  effective  self-closing  hardware. 

As  used  in  this  Sub-Section,  the  term  "in-ground  type"  shall 
also  definitively  include  any  swimming  pool  the  curb  of  which 
is  less  than  three  (3)  feet  above  surrounding  grade  measured 
at  the  curb  line  or  at  a  distance  of  three  (3)  feet  horizon- 
tally from  the  curb  line,  whichever  is  the  greater  and  at  any 
point  along  the  perimeter  of  the  pool. 

T  he  provisions  of  this  Sub-Section  shall  not  apply  to  any 
swimming  pool  regardless  of  design  or  construction  which  is 
entirely  located  within  a  building  of  which  all  walls  are  of 
closed  construction. 

(The  intent  of  the  Article  is  to  be  more  precisely  define  the 
construction  of  in-ground  type  swimming  pool  fencing,  to  re- 
move ambiguities  in  the  previous  sub-section,  and  to  exempt 
totally  enclosed  pools.   Adopted  on  an  interim  basis  March 
13,  1984  -  RECOMMENDED  BY  THE  PLANNING  BOARD.) 


18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
72:66  for  a  property  tax   exemption  of  $5,000  for  persons  owning 
real  property  which  is  equipped  with  a  wind-powered  svstem. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  RSA 
72:70  for  property  tax   exemption  of  $1,000.00  for  persons  owning 
real  property  which  is  equipped  with  a  wood  heating  energy  system. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  change  the  elected  term  of 
the  Town  Road  Agent  from  a  one  (1)  year  term  to  a  three  (3)  year 
term.   This  individual  would  be  elected  at  the  March,  1986, 
Town  Meeting. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  in  accordance  with  RSA  673:2, 
II  (b)  which  states  that  planning  board  members  shall  be  elected. 
Selectmen  shall  choose  one  selectman  as  an  ex-officio  member  and 
the  remaining  planning  board  positions  shall  be  filled  at  the 
next  regular  town  election  pursuant  to  RSA  669:17.   Thereafter, 

a  planning  board  member  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  provided 
under  RSA  673:5,11.   On  petition  of  Rodney  B.  Vigneau  and 
seventy-six  other  registered  voters. 

22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000.00  to  cover  the  costs  of  engineering,  design  and 
legal  fees  related  to  the  correction  of  drainage  problems  on 
Depot  Road  . 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,040.00  to  provide  on-site  professional  planning  service 
assistance  to  the  Planning  Board  through  Town  participation  in 
the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission's   Circuit  Rider  Program. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500-00  to  participate  in  the  first  Rockingham  County 
Household  Hazardous  Waste  Collection  Program. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $13,600.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  1985  Ford  Crown  Victoria 
'S'  4  door  sedan  with  lights  and  siren. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $12,000.00  for  the  hiring  of  a  part-time  administrative 
assistant,  and  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  enter  into  an  inter- 
governmental agreement,  if  necessary,  to  fill  this  position. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $5,000.00  to  construct  a  parking  lot  on  the  east  side  of 
the  Library.

35.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize 
the  withdrawal  from  the  Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under 
the  provisions  of  the  State  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  for 
use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted  appropriations  for  the  following 
specific  purposes  and  in  amounts  indicated  herewith  or  take  any 
other  action  hereon'  : 

Appropriation  Amount 

General  Highway  -  Repaving  $10,000.00 


36.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Board  of  Selectmen  to 
make  application  for  and  to  receive  and  spend  in  the  name  of  the

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REPORT  OF  THE  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  Planning  Board  experienced  its  busiest  vear  ever  in  1984, 
both  as  to  volume  of  work  handled  and  as  to  diversitv  of  orojects 
undertaken. 

The  Board  regrets  that  four  valued  members  resigned  last  spring 
for  various  personal  reasons.   Al  Carlson,  Chairman  for  more  than 
a  year,  James  Hodges,  Janice  Jassmond  and  Tim  Samwav  had  all  made 
signal  contributions  to  the  Board.   We  are  ^leased  that  Janice  is 
able  to  continue  her  representation  of  the  Town  with  The  Rockingham 
Planning  Commission. 

They  were  replaced  by  Elizabeth  Bohm ,  who  became  a  reqular  member, 
Louise  Hetherington  and  Doug  Darlington.   Upon  the  recommendation 
of  former  Board  Chairman,  Walter  Nichipor,  we  found  Dave  Jeffer- 
son, which  appointment  brought  the  Board  up   to  full  strength  for 
the  first  time  in  over  a  year.   All  of  these  have  served  with  dis- 
tinction in  subcommittees  working  on  various  important  orojects. 

When  it  became  apparent  late  in  the  year  that  several  Board  members 
might  have  conflicts  of  interest,   perceived  if  not  actual,  in 
connection  with  the  consideration  of  a  major  subdivision  propo- 
sal, the  Selectmen,  to  their  great  credit,  found  and  appointed 
four  additional  alternate  members:   Alice  Tonrv,  Gary  VanderEls, 
Terry  Savage,  and  Betty  Johnsrud.   Each  is  demonstrating  a  most 
welcome  interest  in  and  zeal  for  the  sometimes  unapplauded  work 
the  Board  must  perform. 

During  1984,  your  Planning  Board  addressed  and  acted  upon  these 

matters : 

proposed,  held  public  hearings  and  adopted  twelve  interim 
amendments  to  the  Zoning  Ordinance;  an  important  area  ad- 
dressed was  that  of  strengthing  those  sections  dealing  with 
signs  in  the  Business  District    in  an  effort  to  deal  with 
this  recognized  problem  and,  to  do  this  in  a  manner  which 
did  not  ignore  the  proper  concerns  of  businesses,  we  asked 
two  Lafayette  Road  establishments  to  review  our  work  and 
their  thoughts  and  guidance  were  most  helpful; 

proposed,  held  public  hearings  and  adopted  one  interim 
amendment  to  the  Building  Regulations; 

proposed,  held  public  hearings  and  adooted  four  amendments 
to  the  Subdivision  Regulations; 

proposed,  held  public  hearings  and  adopted  four  amendments 
to  the  Site  Plan  Review  Regulations; 

accepted  applications  for,  conducted  public  hearings  on  and 
approved  or  have  final  action  pending  with  respect  to  ten 
subdivisions ; 

in  cooperation  with  Dick  Bohm,  considered  five  requests  for 
extensions  of  validity  periods  for  oercolation  tests;  ap- 
proved  four  and  denied  one ; 

accepted  application  for,  conducted  a  public  hearing  and 
approved  one  lot  adjustment. 
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To  accomplish  the  above  and  to  conduct  its  regular  business  the 
Board  held  twelve  regular  public  meetings,  five  special  ptiblic 
meetings,  addressed  sixteen  matters  requiring  public  hearings  - 
twelve  of  which  were  held  oonterminously  with  regular  or  special 
meetings  -  held  three  committee-of-the-whole  work  sessions  and 
three  executive  sessions. 

The  Chairman  and  other  Board  members  attended  two  conferences 
sponsored  by  the  New  Hampshire  Planners  Association  and  New 
Hampshire  Municipal  Association  and  also  attended  the  Municipal 
Law  Series  Lectures- conducted  by  the  New  Hampshire  Municipal 
Association. 

At  the  request  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  the  Planning  Board 
conducted  a  survey  and  developed  an  inventory  of  signs  in  the 
Business  District  and  is  assisting  the  Selectmen  in  persuading 
certain  businesses  to  remove  those  signs  which  do  not  conform 
with  the  Zoning  Ordinance  standards. 

Two  most  important  projects  were  addressed  and  completed:   re- 
drafting of  the  Master  Plan,  including  the  introduction  of  a 
Growth  Control  section;  and  the  drafting  of  a  Captial  Improvement 
Plan  for  the  Selectmen.   Both  projects  are  essential  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a  rational  and  legally  supportable  Growth  Management  Ordi- 
nance for  the  Town.   Subcommittees  of  the  Board  labored  long  and 
hard  on  these  and  we   are  justly  proud  of  their  efforts. 

The  Board  has  retained  for  its  Legal  Counsel,  Charles  Tucker,  Esq., 
a  noted  authority  on  land  use  and  growth  control  matters  and  who  is 

being  most  helpful  as  we  plod  through  the  legal  thickets  which 
surround  these  questions. 

In  closing,  the  Board  acknowledges  the  support,  counsel  and  confi- 
dence given  and  shown  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.   Without  these, 
a  sometimes   vexatious  year  would  have  been  less  bearable  and  pro- 
ductive. 

We  also  thank  all  those  in  Hampton  Falls  who  have  supported  the 
Board  as  it  has   groped  for  answers  to  sometimes  almost  unapproach- 
able problems.   The  increasing  public  participation  in,  and  we  hope 
understanding  of  our  responsibilities  to  the  Town  Have  been  most 
welcome  and  encouraging.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION  REPORT 

Members  of  the  Conservation  Commission  have  met  regularlv  dur- 
ing the  course  of  the  year  to  plan  and  implement  goals  for  main- 
taining and  developing  the  Town  Forest,  monitoring   the  use  of 
land  in  Hampton  Falls,  in  order  to  protect  our  wetlands  and  addres- 
sing the  need  to  preserve  open  space  for  use  of  the  residents. 

The  Forest  Management  Plan  under  the  direction  of  Don  Chase  and 
Paul  Hooper  has  been  under  study  by  the  Conservation  Commission 
members.   The  suggested  strategy  will  include  timber  cutting, 
marine  and  wildlife  sanctuary  and  recreational  use.   Vital  to  the 
overall  management  would  be  a  flowage  easement  from  land  owners, 
in  order  to  flood  the  necessary  area.    Proposal  plans  for  a  foot- 
bridge to  travel  across  the  marsh  to  Chesterman  Grove  are  currentl 
underway. 

Marble  plaques  commemorating  deceased  commission  members,  John 
Chesterman  and  Donald  Jackson,  are  complete  and  will  be  placed  at 
theChesterman  Grove  and  the  Lincoln  Akerman  School  respectively. 

This  year,  a  subcommittee  of  Conservation  Commission  members  has 
been  established  to  study  any  changes  in  wetland  areas  within  the 
town.   A  committee  report  is  then  submitted  to  the  Planning  Board 
prior  to  approval  of  the  proposed  changes  in  land  use. 

The  commission  continues  to  explore  the  possibility  of  land  acqui- 
sition and  preservation  of  open  space  in  town.   People  interested 
in  donating  or  selling  land  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  Conser- 
vation Commission.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMISSIONERS  OF  THE  ROCKINGHAM  PLANNING  COMMISSION 

The  Town  was  provided  with  major  assistance  from  the  Rockingham 
Planning  Commission  during  the  past  year,  including  the  Capital 
Improvement  Program;  a  roadway  capacity  analysis  of  Town  roads 
and  a   soils  potential,  wetlands  and  flood  hazard  map  as  nart  of 
Master  Plan  update;  and  developing  a  school  enrollment  projec- 
tion with  the  assistance  from  the  NH  Office  o*   State  Planning. 

Copies  of  recodified  State  Legislation  on  planning  and  land  use 
regulations  were  distributed,  and  a  report  on  Traffic  Impact 
Analysis  Studies  was  prepared  and  istributed. 

The  Unitarian  Church  on  Route  83  has  been  nominated  for  inclusion 
on  the  National  Register.   The  Rockingham  Planning  Commission 
Staff  met  with  Hampton  Falls  citizens,  prepared  and  oresented  a 
slide  show,  prepared  the  Nomination  papers,  and  has  assisted  in 
seeking  funds  for  repair  of  the  Church. 

A  Town  Cultural  Resource  Inventory  has  been  initiated,  to  be 
done  with  the  assistance  of  the  Hampton  Falls  Historical  Society. 

A  detailed  review  and  comments  were  done  regarding  the  Public  Ser- 
vice Company  report  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  the  im- 
pact of  the  Brimmers  Lane  well  field  on  neighboring  wells.  A 
"Legislative  get-together"  was  organized  and  hosted  by  the  Rocking- 
ham Planning  Commission  to  inform  local  Legislators  of  the  functions 
of  the  Commission  and  the  details  of  the  ground-water  protection 
program.   A  region-wide  inventory  and  mapping  program  to  locate 
groundwater  resources  was  initiated  and  a  model  aquifer  protection 
ordinance  for  use  by  area  towns  was  completed. 

Water  resources  in  this  area  are  /  and  will  be  in  the  future,  of 
prime  concern  to  Hampton  Falls  and  the  entire  region  and  State. 
Our  Association  with  the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission  to  assist 
with  this  problem,  as  well  as  other  such  regional  problems  as 
solid  and  hazardous  waste  disposal,  and  transportation  for  area 
residents,  will  prove  more  valuable  as  these  problems  become  more 
acute. 

For  the  most  part,  much  of  the  Commission's  work  is  supported  by 
various  federal  grants,  with  smaller  contributions  bv  the  state 
and  member  towns.   We  are  being  asked  to  pay  at  the  same  rate  as 
last  year,  at  70  cents  per  capita  for  1985-86,  totalling  $988.40 
for  a  population  of  1,412. 

Your  Commissioners  take  an  active  part  in  the  Commission  as  well 
as  carrying  out  the  normal  duties  of  the  Commissioners.   Janice 
Jassmond  serves  as   an   At-Large  member  of  the  Executive  Board, 
and  Roberta  Pevear  serves  as  the  Rockingham  Planning  Commission's 
representative  to  the  Legislative  Committee  of  the  NH  Association 
of  Regional  Planning  Commissions. 

Commission  meetings  are  held  every  month  on  the  second   Wednesday 
of  the  month  at  7:30  p.m.  at  the  Kingston  Library.   We  invite  all 
citizens  to  attend,  as  we  welcome  your  inquires  about  our  work. 
All  complaints  may  be  registered   with  Ms.  Jassmond.

REPORT  OF  THE  POLICE  DEPARTMENT 

Last  year,  1984,  The  Police  Department  showed  a  large  increase  in 
the  number  of  cases  that  went  to  Court.   We  were  up  almost  200 
citations  over  1983  and  this  was  done  through  more  time  spent  pa- 
trolling the  town.   In  1983  most  of  the  fine  money  from  our  court 
cases  went  to  the  Town  of  Hampton  which  was  resDonsible  for  runni 
ning  the  District  Court.   This  year  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
took  over  the  operation  of  the  court  under  a  new  unified  court 
system  and  also  set  standard  fines  for  most  cases  which  are  uni- 
form throughout  the  state.   Our.  741  cases  resulted  in  total  fines 
of  $34,567  going  to  the  state.   Even  this  figure  does  not  include 
all  of  our  fines  as  some  November  and  December  cases  have  not 
come  to  trial  yet.   Our  caseload  represents  just  under  5%  of  the 
total  caseload  of  the  court. 

The  Police  Department  went  24,000  miles  and  put  in  4,397  hours  of 
which  674  were  without  remuneration.   This  is  about  350  hours  more 
than  last  year.   There  are  two  reasons  that  this  happens:  1,  a 
shift  may  be  completed  but  because  of  the  activity  or  calls  we 
must  keep  the  cruiser  on  the  road.   2,  time  is  donated  when  a 
second  officer  is  in  the  car.   There  is  no  way  in  a  small  town 
such  as  ours  that  we  can  budget  for  all  of  our  time  and  make  it 
come  out  even. 

One  of  the  most  compelling  oroblems  we  have  faced  is  the  increase 
in  dog  complaints.   These  are  time-consuming  to  deal  with  and 
almost  no   one  comes  out  a  winner.   I  would  remind  everyone  that 
we  adopted  the  Dog  Control  Law  several  years  ago  and  it  requires 
that  you  keep  your  dog  on  your  property  or  under  your  immediate 
control.   For  a  violation  of  this  ordinance   there  is  a  $10  fine 
payable  to  the  town  for  each  oCcurance.   I  ask  your  assistance  in 
this  matter. 

Thanks  are  given  to  the  Sheriff's  Department,  The  State  Police 
and  our  Fire  Department  for  their  assistance  during  the  past 
Year.

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MOSQUITO  CONTROL  REPORT 

The  mosquito  control  program  serves  Exeter,  Hampton  Falls,  New- 
fields  and  Stratham,  and  is  a  municipally  run  and  owned  operation. 
The  goal  of  the  program  for  1985  like  1984  and  the  years  before  is 
to  use  mosquito  surveillance  techniques  to  obtain  the  most  reduc- 
tion with  the  least  amount  of  insecticides.   It  is  necessary  to 
keep  mosquitoes  from  soaring  in  numbers  (they  still  do  at  times) 
because  of  the  annoyance  that  affects  what  people  can  do  and  be- 
cause of  the  dog  heartworm  and  encephalitis  virus  that  can  be 
transmitted  more  at  high  mosquito  population  levels. 

As  the  other  years,  all  insecticides  used  have  been  extensively 
researched  to  be  shown  effective  and  safe  in  our  applications  and 
are  approved  for  use  by  the  State  Pesticide  Control  Board. 

Eastern  equine  encephalitis  (EEE)  has  not  caused  an  upset  in  New 
Hampshire  since  it  was  responsible  for  the  death  of  9  horses 
in  1982  (70  in  1973) .   Human  incidents  continue  to  pop  up  in 
Massachusetts  that  show  how  Rockingham  County  is  not  free  from  dan- 
ger.  Mosquito  survey  findings  are  shared  with  the  State  Epidem- 
eologist  for  this  reason  and  disease  vector  populations  are 
watched  closely. 

A  saltmarsh  where  fish  can  prosper  at  the  expense  of  mosquito 
larvae  is  a  goal  of  the  future  when  repeated  spray  application 
would  no  longer  be  needed  and  money  would  be  saved  on  a  long  term 
basis.   Cooperation  will  be  made  with  the  State  and  UNH  through 
the  Jackson  Estuarine  Laboratory  in  1985  as  the  technique  known 
as  open  marsh  >wat  er  management  is  field  tested  on  a  limited  basis, 
Federal  and  State  Grants  are  being  searched  out  to  save  Town  money 
to  further  assist  this  work. 

Field  trials  were  done  in  1984  to  test  the  effectiveness  of  the 
street  fogger  which  will  be  repeated  in  1985  to  further  measure 
efficiency.  A  field  experiment  was  performed  with  a  biological 
bacterial  insecticide  on  saltmarsh  mosquito  larvae  and  a  more  ex- 
tensive use  of  the  bacteria  is  planned  for  1985.  The  bacterium 
is  the  same  species  used  for  the  gypsy  moth,  spruce  bud  worm,  and 
a  number  of  garden  pests. 

1984  was  a  difficult  year  for  the  program  because  the  saltmarshes 
hatched  many  mosquitoes  along  with  freshwater  breeding  sites  that 
did  the  same.   Early  in  April  our  crew  of  3  was  out  surveying  and 
treating  the  aquatic  mosquito  larvae  that  hatched  in  snow-melt 
pools.   The  early  hatching  species  are  responsible  for  a  surge  of 
mosquitoes  "on  the  wing"  in  late  May  and  early  June.   Cool  Spring 
weather  that  causes  slow  development  allows  over  a  month  to  treat 
the  early  brood  but  hatching  into  the  same  areas  after  summer  rains 
results  in  quick  growth  in  the  heat  and  only  a  week  may  be  avail- 
able to  larvicide.   That  is  what  happened  to  us  in  1984  and  many  of 
the  freshwater  mosquitoes  escaped.   At  the  same  time  the  tidal  mar- 
shes were  "producing"  but  control  there  was  accomplished  since  the 
viciousness  and  the  long  flight  range  of  the  saltmarsh  mosquitoes 
warranted  high  priority  be  given.   Adulticiding  with  the  spray 
truck  is  for  a  backup  and  supplement  and  control  bv  this  means  is 
limited  compared  to  larviciding. 

Goals  probably  beyond  1985  are  to  set  greenhead  flv  traps  around 


the  saltmarshes,  and  to  look  into  how  extensively  the  source  is  of 

black  flies,  that  is  whether  pest-iferous  species  are  produced  in 
a  limited, treatable  area  in  the  Town  or  are  produced  in  many  streams 
Control  could  be  to  sweep  free  the  attached  larvae  or  to  use  the 
bacterial  insecticide.   Another  goal  is  to  find  out  how  to  deal  with 
mosquito  species  found  in  permanent  swamp  situations  attached  to 
aquatic  plant  roots. 

A  mosquito  problem  around  a  household  can  be  caused  by  a  small 
easy  to  prevent  place.   Almost  anything  that  holds  water  such  as 
a  bird  bath  or  bucket  is  an  example.   One  should  change  the  water 
weekly  or  when  the  wiggly  larvae  appear  throughout  the  summer. 
Buckets  should  be  kept  inside  or  upside  down  and  abandoned  tires 
should  be  filled  with  soil.   If  a  small  ground  depression  near  a 
home  holds  water,  it  can  be  filled  with  soil  or  with  raked  leaves 
that  can  be  composted  there;  a  drain  should  not  be  obstructed 
from  an  accumulated  body  of  standing  water.   A  resident  can  some- 
times do  a  lot  to  control  the  mosquitoes  that  have  the  greatest 
effect  on  him  or  herself. 

If  mosquitoes  become  intolerable,  please  leave  word  at  the  Exeter 
Town  Office  building  (where  my  office  is)  so  we  can  better  target 
control  efforts. 

The  commissions  and  I  wish  to  thank  everyone  for  their  cooperation 
and  support.   To  control  the  mosquito  is  quite  an  involved  process 
and  to  work  together  through  scientific  methods  and  common  sense 
is  how  we  can  lower  mosquito  populations  safely  and  efficiently.

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.REPORT  OF  THE  HAMPTON  FALLS  HISTORICAL  SOCIETY 

On  January  23,  1984,  the  Historical  Society  met  at  the  Hampton 
Falls  Town  Hall  to  elect  officers.   The  following  members  were 
elected  to  office:   President,  Roberta  Pevear;  Vice-president, 
George  Merrill;  Treasurer,  Emile  Dumont ;  Recording  Secretary, 
Elaine  Curtis:  Board  of  Directors,  William  Ackroyd,  Oliver  Akerman, 
Hubert  Brown,  Thayer  Edgerly,  Tracy  Healey,  Gordon  Janvrin,  Pearl 
Marston,  Grace  Perkins  and  Beverly  Powell. 

Meetings  have  been  held  monthly  during  this  formative  stage  of 
the  society.   The  Board  of  Directors  has  By-laws  and  Articles 
of  Incorporation  ready  for  submission,  and  documents  necessary 
for  approval  as  a  non-profit   organization.   Much  appreciation 
is  given  to  Director  Beverly  Powell  for  her  energy  and  effort 
in  preparing  the  information  for  these  two  projects. 

Full  membership  meetings  were  held  in  March  and  May.  Richard 
Sanborn  presented  an  excellent  slide  program  and  talk  on  the 
history  of  the  town.   The  May  meeting  was  devoted  to  reminis- 
censes  and  a  panel  of  senior  Hampton  Falls  residents  recalled 
interesting  anecdotes.   Those  participating  were  Martha  Batch- 
elder,  Grace  Perkins,  Pearl  Marston,  Louis  Janvrin  and  Russell 
Merrill,  Sr.   This  program  was  video-taped  by  Lou  Boudreau,  for 
a  permanent  record. 

All  residents  and  previous  residents,  eighty  years  of   age, 
or  older,  became  Honorary  Members  of  the  society. 

A  Special  Meeting  was  held  on  June  18,  1984,  to  explain  an  his- 
torical survey  which  was  proposed  by  the  Rockingham  Planning 
Commission.

Dona- 
tions have  been  received  of  important  books  and  artifacts  and 
are  currently  being  stored  at  the  Town  Hall. 

To  date,  we  have  had  a  successful  start  to  a   permanent  part  of 
Hampton  Falls  and  the  preservation  of   its  history.

MINUTES  -  HAMPTON  FALLS  SCHOOL  DISTRICT  ANNUAL  MEETING 

March  7,  1984 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  School  Moderator  Richard  Bohm  at 
7:30  p.m.  The  salute  to  the  flag  was  given  by  those  present.  The  warrant  was 
read  by  the  Moderator  and  he,  then,  made  the  following  rulings: 

1.  Once  an  article  taken  up  in  the  budget  or  in  the  warrant  is  finished,  no 
further  action  may  be  taken  on  it  with  the  exception  of  one  reconsideration  in 
case  of  error  or  misunderstanding. 

2.  There  will  be  a  limit  of  2  amendments  to  any  article  or  any  motion  or  part 
of  a  specific  article. 

3.  Any  lengthy  motion  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Moderator  in  writing. 

4.  The  chair  will  recognize  first  a  sponsor  of  any  article  or  item  in  the 
warrant. 

5.  Anyone  wishing  to  speak  to  the  article  should  first  be  recognized  and 
address  all  comments  through  the  Moderator.  Charlyn  Brown  moved  that  the 
District  vote  to  allow  the  Superintendent,  members  of  the  Superintendent's 
staff  and  the  principal  to  speak  if  requested.  Seconded  by  Andrew  Drakides. 
Passed.  The  School  Board  then  requested  of  the  Moderator  that  they  be 
allowed  to  start  with  Article  II.  The  request  was  allowed.  Charlyn  Brown  moved 
that  the  District  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $694,482  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  schools,  for  the  salaries  of  School  Officials  and  Agents,  and  forthe 
payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  District.  Seconded  by  Andrew 
Drakides.  Newell  Eaton  questioned  the  discrepancy  of  the  total  moved  and  the 
total  which  appeared  in  the  school  report.  Brown  replied  that  the  total  in  the 
book  included  the  amount  asked  for  in  Article  I  if  it  should  pass.  Eaton  then 
moved  that  the  budget  be  gone  over  item  by  item.  Seconded  by  Frank  Ferreira. 
Passed. 

During  discussion  of  the  budget  several  points  were  brought  out  by  mem- 
bers of  the  audience.  Among  them  included  comments  on  the  payment  of 
psychological  counseling.  Barbara  Carlson  questioned  who  paid  for  the 
counseling  and  was  told  that  the  parents  pay  if  possible.  Costs  had  increased 
from  $60  to  $70  per  session.  Frederick  Wilde  suggested  that  better  identifi- 
cation of  the  units  under  the  sections  be  made.  Questions  were  also  asked 
concerning  Travel  and  Meals  for  Board  Members.  It  was  explained  that 
members  attend  the  National  Convention  as  it  is  recommended  they  do  so. 
One  board  member  from  each  district  attends.  Also  there  besides  the  local 
meetings,  meetings  in  Concord  and  other  New  England  locations.  Timothy 
Samway  questioned  the  SAU  expenses  and  Brown  replied  that  a  hearing  in 
December  had  solidified  those  expenses. 

There  was  also  some  discussion  on  increasing  the  charges  for  the  lunches 
served  the  students.  Acting  Superintendent  Wheeler  said  when  you  increase 
the  fee  the  number  of  students  using  the  lunch  program  goes  down. 

Timothy  Samway  recommended  that  the  figure  be  reduced  for  travel  and 
meals  from  $1500  to  $1000  under  Imp.  of  Instruction.  Seconded  by  Frederick 
Wilde.  Brown  said  that  the  School  Board  can  make  a  cut  anywhere  but  that 
they  must  live  within  the  total  budget.  The  Board  will  listen  to  the  publicto  see 
what  they  suggest.  Fred  Wilde  recommended  that  travel  and  meals  under  the 
Board  of  Education  be  reduced  to  $700.  Samway  seconded. 


Garrett  VanderEls  moved  that  the  total  budget  figure  be  amended  to  read 
$679,013.70.  Seconded  by  Rodney  Vigneau.  That  motion  was  withdrawn  as 
was  the  second  and  VanderEls  then  moved  that  the  final  figure  read 
$679,482.00  seconded  by  Vigneau.  The  amendment  did  not  pass.  Samway 
then  moved  that  the  article  be  amended  to  read  the  total  figure  for  the  budget 
to  be  raised  by  $682,982.  Seconded  by  Newell  Eaton.  The  vote  was  9  yes  and  1 2 
no,  therefore  the  motion  did  not  carry.  When  the  vote  was  taken  on  theoriginal 
motion  figure  of  $694,482  it  was  15  yes  and  5  no.  Therefore  the  original  motion 
carried. 

Russell  Merrill  Jr.  moved  that  Article  IV  be  passed  as  read.  Seconded  by 
Rodney  Vigneau.  Mr.  Merrill  said  that  he  was  not  looking  for  any  fancy  fence 
but  that  he  was  just  looking  for  a  good  stock  fence.  He  contended  that  the 
school  children  were  constantly  knocking  down  his  fence  thereby  letting  his 
sheep  out  of  the  pasture.  Brown  said  that  the  School  Board  was  not  in  favor  of 
this  article.  The  article  did  not  pass. 

Under  Article  1 1 1  Brown  moved  that  the  District  vote  to  accept  the  reports  of 
Agents,  Auditors,  Committees  or  Officers  chosen  as  printed  in  the  School 
District  Report.  Seconded  by  Warren  Kinsman.  Article  IV  dealing  with  Other 
Business  brought  about  a  suggestion  from  Frank  Ferreira  that  the  Board 
change  some  of  the  titles  in  the  budget  in  order  to  clarify  it  for  the  voters.  Also  a 
suggestion  was  made  to  include  a  third  column  to  state  what  has  been  ex- 
pended thus  far  in  the  year. 

Ferreira  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  Seconded  by  Wheeler.  The 
meeting  was  declared  adjourned  by  the  Moderator  at  9:40  p.m.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board 
Hampton  Falls,  School  District 
Hampton  Falls,  New  Hampshire 

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  individual 
fund  and  account  group  financial  statements  of  the  Hampton  Falls  School 
District  as  of  and  for  the  year  ended  June  30, 1984,  as  listed  in  the  accompany- 
ing table  of  contents.  Ourexamination  was  made  in  accordance  with  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly  included  such  tests  of  the 
accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as  we  considered 
necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  described  in  Note  1B,  the  combined  financial  statements  referred  to 
above  do  not  include  financial  statements  of  the  General  Fixed  Assetgroupof 
accounts,  which  should  be  included  to  conform  with  generally  accepted 
accounting  principles. 

In  our  opinion,  except  that  omission  of  the  General  Fixed  Asset  group  of 
accounts  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  as  explained  in  the  above 
paragraph,  the  combined  financial  statements  and  the  individual  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statements  referred  to  above  present  fairly  the  finan- 
cial position  of  the  Hampton  Falls  School  District  at  June  30,  1984  and  the 
results  of  its  operations  for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the 
preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  individual  fund  and 
account  group  financial  statements  and  supplemental  schedules  listed  in  the 
table  of  contents  are  presented  for  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are  not 
a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Hampton  Falls 
School  District.

REPORT  FROM  THE  OFFICE  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

ACCOUNTABILITY 

During  the  school  year  1984-85  all  school  districts  within  the  School  Ad- 
ministrative Unit  #21  have  been  actively  involved  in  the  areas  of  academic 
accountability,  curricula  examination  and  staff  development.  In  October  of 
1977,  at  the  initiative  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  the  New  Hampshire 
Department  of  Education  developed  the  Educational  Accountability  Plan  in 
order  to  improve  student  performance  by  introducing  the  concept  of  account- 
ability into  educational  planning  at  the  local  district  level.  Although  guide- 
lines do  allow  for  flexibility,  the  State  does  require  that  six  steps  be  addressed 
in  the  accountability  program.  Steps  include  (1)  the  identification  of  basic 
skills,  (2)  the  development  of  test  instruments,  (3)  test  administration,  (4)  the 
analysis  of  test  results,  (5)  a  report  to  the  community  and  State  Department  of 
Education,  and  (6)  the  development  of  a  management  plan  based  upon  test 
results.  The  accountability  program  is  cyclic  and  requires  that  steps  (3) 
through  (6)  are  to  be  repeated  at  the  end  of  each  management  plan. 

SAU  #21  utilizes  the  results  from  the  nationally  normed  achievement  test, 
the  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills,  and  the  Seacoast  Educational  Service  Criterion 
Referenced  Test.  The  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills  is  given  in  grades  3  through  8 
and  the  Criterion  Referenced  Test  in  grades  5,  8  and  11.  As  in  the  past,  stu- 
dents in  SAU  #21  performed  at  or  above  the  national  norm  in  almost  all  areas 
on  the  Iowa  Test  of  Basic  Skills.  Our  greatest  strengths  are  in  the  areas  of 
reading,  language  arts,  and  reference  skills.  Areas  designated  for  improve- 
ment in  the  academic  management  plans  this  year  are  map  and  globe  skills, 
spelling,  mathematics  computation  and  problem  solving. 

The  results  of  the  1984-85  writing  samples  for  grades  8  and  11  from  the 
Seacoast  Educational  Service  Criterion  Referenced  Test  are  much  improved 
over  the  past  three  years.  Students  are  writing  with  greater  detail  and  fluency. 
Mechanics,  particularly  sentence  structure,  capitalization,  and  punctuation 
were  markedly  improved.  Potentially  strong  papers  were  diminished  in  impact 
because  they  lacked  focus  and  often  conclusions  tended  to  be  weak. 

In  the  1985-86  school  year  Winnacunnet  High  School  is  planning  to  imple- 
ment a  nationally  normed  achievement  test  in  grades  9  and  10,  a  vocational 
aptitude  battery  in  grade  11  and  a  career  interest  test  in  grade  12.  Although 
much  information  about  curriculum  and  student  learning  can  be  gleaned  from 
test  results,  student  daily  performance  and  teacher  observations  are  also 
necessary  in  constructing  a  goal  oriented  academic  management  plan. 


CURRICULUM 

Curriculum  Guides  were  distributed  to  all  classroom  teachers  in  grades  K-8 
in  SAU  #21.  These  guides  were  the  result  of  intensive  work  during  the  1983-84 
school  year.  Teachers  in  grades  K-8,  with  the  assistance  of  teachers  in  the 
English,  Mathematics,  Science  and  Social  Studies  Departments  at  Winna- 
cunnet  High  School,  coordinated  and  designed  units  of  study  which  listed,  by 
grade  level,  essential  student  outcomes  with  performance  indicators  in  each 
of  the  above  subject  areas.  Presently,  teachers  in  grades  K-8  are  field- 
testing  the  essential  student  outcomes.  Theseareto  be  refined  during  curricu- 
lum work  in  the  summer  of  1985. 

During  the  summer  o  1985  the  Computer  Curriculum  Committee  will  also  be 
working  toward  a  unified  curriculum  for  SAU  #21  students  K-12.  The  new  High 
School  Standards  adopted  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  in  1984,  require 
that  effective  with  the  opening  of  the  1986-87  school  year,  the  approved  high 
school  shall  provide  one-half  unit  of  credit  for  all  students  in  computer  educa- 
tion. This  mandate  is  sure  to  have  an  impact  on  the  present computercurricu- 
lum  in  all  schools  in  New  Hampshire. 

The  addition  of  the  1984-85  Honors  Algebra  Program  at  Winnacunnet  High 
School  for  qualified  eighth  graders  has  been  very  successful  largely  dueto  the 
cooperation  between  the  feeder  schools  and  the  Winnacunnet  High  School 
mathematics  department.  Also  for  the  first  time,  a  mathematics  placement  test 
will  be  administered  in  the  spring  to  all  eighth  grade  students  entering 
Winnacunnet  High  School  in  the  fall  of  1985. 

STAFF  DEVELOPMENT 

A  revised,  five  year  Staff  Development  Plan  was  approved  by  the  Joint 
School  Boards  in  1984.  Every  employee  who  holds  a  position  for  which  certi- 
fication is  required  shall  participate  in  the  SAU  #21  Staff  Development 
Program.  The  purpose  of  Staff  Development  in  SAU  #21  is  to  improve  the 
learning  experiences  of  students.  The  professional  educator  sees  education 
as  a  life-long  process  and  recognizes  his/her  own  obligation  to  plan  for  self- 
improvement,  thereby  enriching  the  learning  experience  of  his/her  students. 

Many  of  the  staff  development  activities  offered  in  SAU  #21  are  coordinated 
with  the  individual  district's  academic  management  plans.  Drug  and  alcohol 
abuse,  student  learning  styles,  mathematics  in  the  intermediate  grades, 
teaching  language  arts  through  literature,  the  writing  process,  advanced 
study  skills,  oceanography,  and  educational  management  through  the  use  of 
computers  are  some  of  the  workshops  and  courses  offered  during  the  1 984-85 
school  year. 

With  our  dedicated  staff  of  well  trained  teachers  and  specialists,  and  with 
the  continued  support  of  the  many  individuals  who  make  up  our  school 
boards,  PTO's,  booster  clubs,  volunteers,  and  general  citizenry,  the  schools  in 
SAU  #21  will  continue  to  maintain  an  environment  that  is  condusi  veto  learning 
and  one  that  demands  high  standards  of  academic  performance  from  all  of  our 
students.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 


I  hereby  submit  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the  Hampton  Falls  School 
District. 

The  year  1984  has  been  a  significant  one  for  Lincoln  Akerman  School.  Our 
school,  along  with  the  other  feeder  schools  into  Winnacunnet  High  School  in 
S.A.U.  21,  has  accomplished  some  very  important  work  in  the  area  of  curricu- 
lum, assessment  of  needs,  testing,  and  the  development  of  appropriate  goals 
and  objectives.  All  instructional  staff,  under  the  guidance  and  direction  of  the 
central  office,  and  in  consultation  with  the  school  board,  have  been  respon- 
sible for  the  progress  of  these  programs  to  offer  an  assurance  that  Lincoln 
Akerman  School  will  continue  to  make  every  effort  to  provide  an  "excellence 
in  education."  An  integral-part  of  this  accountability  program  has  been  the 
implementation  of  grade  level  curriculum  guides,  which  spell  out  essential 
student  outcomes,  and  specific  skills  objectives  in  the  areas  of  reading/ 
language  arts,  mathematics,  science,  and  social  studies. 

The  staff  at  Lincoln  Akerman  School  has  chosen  three  goals  that  were 
assessed  as  needs  at  the  school,  to  be  working  together  on,  as  part  of  the  staff 
development  program.  They  include  the  need:  To  integrate  the  use  of  com- 
puters into  the  existing  curriculum;  To  develop  a  comprehensive  study  skills 
program;  and  To  develop  appropriate  social  behavior  skills. 

The  past  year  saw  another  milestone  arrive  in  the  list  of  accomplishments  at 
Lincoln  Akerman  School.  Grades  7  and  8  attended  Otter  Lake  Environmental 
School  at  Greenfield,  New  Hampshire.  A  very  inspiring  and  productive  week 
was  spent  in  forest,  field,  bog,  by  lake  and  stream,  and  mountain  climbing, 
experiencing  a  wide  variety  of  activities  that  ranged  from  presentations,  dis- 
cussion and  singing,  to  baking  bread  and  pressing  apples  to  make  cider.  Be  it 
learning  through  the  senses  of  caring,  understanding,  and  sensitivity,  or 
gaining  an  appreciation  for  conservation  of  our  resources,  the  whole  ex- 
perience will  not  be  quickly  forgotten. 

Whether  it  be  excellence  in  writing,  learning  to  use  the  computer,  seeking  a 
better  way  of  solving  a  problem  in  mathematics,  or  gaining  an  appreciation  of 
history,  the  town  of  Hampton  Falls  has  a  student  body,  a  staff,  and  a  curricu- 
lum to  be  proud  of.  We  shall  always  seek  to  improve.
